Pcwple. 



(Gorrespondence of the Manchester Examiner.) 

VicTouiA, April 10. 

We arrived in Victoria in the spring of 
the year, and after three months of hotel 
and boarding-houso life we rented a cot- 
tage, and began iiouaekeopiiii^. The 
"cottage" was a modern suburbun vill.i, 
somewhat too conventionally gouteel for 
our tastes, but situated in a newly opened 
and healthy neighborhood. From the 
windows in front of the house, which 
faced the north, we could aeo long 
stretches of the low lir hills of the ialand, 
with hero and there bnre rocky peaks; 
while from the upper windows, looking 
south, we had a glimpse of the Olympian 
rai^e. ;We touftd tronsa rents higiier 
than in the suburbs of large English 
towns, and double what they would be in 
English country districts. Cottages with 
from four to six rooms could be bad for 
$18 to $20 a month. The largtr cuttcges 
and villas ranged from §25 to.SoO a month. 
HoiUses are still very scarce, and though 
a great many new oiie.s are being put up, 
they are generally engaged a.s soiui as 
the foundations arc laid. Thure i-i 
not much variety in their style. 
There are the one-storeyed cottages, 
with verandahs round three Hides, 
and these are suflicienlly old to be 
covered with ivy or with the trailing hop 
plant, which grows luxuriantly, or with 
sweet-smelling honeysuckle and roaes. 
The gardens e.ru full of old-fashioned 
flowers, but they have not the trim air of 
well-kept English gardens, and the grass 
ili often ankle deep on the lawns. Lalior 
of all kinds is very dear. A white man 
gets §2 i and a Chinumaii SI), a day for 
garden work. The soil and climate, how- 
ever, are so favorable that, wiih very lit- 
itle care, flowers, vegetaliles and fruit 
•grow abundantly. 

Besides these picturesque cottage.! t'l'^re 
are the two-storied villas, also built^ "f 
wood, biit with brick foundations." The 
houses are painted white, gray, or bu H 
according to the taato of the owner. 
Lately an lesthetic green has come luto 
favor, and looks very well wiiere ihero 
are not many trees in the neighborhood. 
The suburbs of Victoria are long ;iiid 
straggling, and extend in all direciiuns; 
.uptheArm, as the inlet of the nea i.i 
called, which first broadens out and forms 
the harbor, and then winds iiiiaud be- 
tween wooded slopes for two or three 
miles further; up Fort street, in an east- 
erly direction, towards Government house, 
where the lieutenant governor resides; 
and, auruBs James' bay, along the penin- 
sula lying between the harbor and the 
o'uter wharf. 

Having rented a house, oiu' ue.xt biisi- 
nass was to furnish it; and this nt> were 
able to do in a few hours from one of the 
two largo furniture waruhou.si^s in the 
town. VVe hatl brought our linen, silver, 
and cutlery with ua from England, as well 
as a small library of books and our favor- 
ite engravings and ornaments, au wo only 
had chairs, tables, bedsteads, and car- 
..pets, the heavy pieces de rai-ilancc, to 
choose. Only furniture of the planest 
description is made in the province, and 
on what is imported either high duties or 
heavy freight charges have to ho paid. 
Nevertheless, we found we could furnish 
a house comfortably and prettily for a 
smaller sum than wo should htivo jonj 
■idered necessary for a house of a Rimilar 
size in Englaiid,' for the furniture that is 
in generSl use is of a much simpler kind, 
aihd.in such matters one usually accepts 
the standard of one's neighbors. There 
are all sorts of queer anomalies in the 
daily life of Victoria. For instance, until 
within a few months, there was only 
[•■ifaiail j'frotn the east, by Portland and 
Tt/gei ' Sbuhd, three- times a week; and 
also from the British Columbia mainland 
there was a mail only three times a week; 
but the warehouses, shops, and most of 
the private houses, all of which are with- 
in walking distance of one another, are 
connected by telephone. Ladies "ring 
up" their friends on the slightest pretext, 
and ezctiange civilities and arrange their 



lilaus for the day; ami purchase.s can be 
made and carriages ordoreil without cross- 
ing the doorstep. As yet the housiBa' are 
neither numbered nor uiuned, and therefor^ 
the post office excuses itself for uot'atrang- 
iiig for a delivery of letters; but ou the 
front door.s, instead of the old fashioned 
knockers, eh-etric bells are fastened. These 
liells lire often uuanswon-d from within, and 
when that is thu cjise the visitor understands 
either that the house is loi-ki d up or that 
tliii ("hiiiaman is out of htaring, and slii)s 
his or her eanl under the door. Many ladies, 
however, have days at which they are "at 
home;" for making ealls is the usual after- 
noon occupation. 

After a short experience of housekeeping 
I found that tish, butcher's meat, and vege- 
tables were much cheaper than in England, 
rish is both plentiful and good. <3od is 
particularly excellent, and besides the blaok 
cud, such as we know iu England, there is 
a sliorter, thicker flsh known as the red 
rock cod. For a few weeks in April ur May 
a delicious little lish called the oolachan is 
iu seasou. The run of oolachans lasts, 
howi-vt-f, I'lily u vt-iy short time. .It is a 
sniallor lish than thi- siiu-lt, and should bo 
eaten vcsry (n-.sh. The iiaiui^ remiiiiled iiie 
of the wildest ligure in the Highland reel, 
but oolttohnu is pronounced more softly. 
Only an Indian cau give it the right intona- 
tion ' 

The British Columbia Balroouhas hard- 
ly so delicate a flavor as that found in 
Scotch rivers. Tliose of the Skueiia river, 
in tilt! north of the province, immediately 
south of Alaska, are said to be the linest 
ami the most suitable . fur canuing. ■ In 
early .spring salmon is sold for 10 cents 
(tivepence]' a pound in Victoria, (ind dur- 
ing the summer we often bought a large 
fiah from Indians at the door for 25 centa 
(one ahilliiig), or "two bits," as the peo- 
ple here would say. The smalleat coin in 
Victoria is 10 cents, or a "short bit." A 
"bit " proper is cunts. The price of 
ovorylhiiig under a dollar is slated in 
"bits," and this at first is very puzzling 
both to Canadians and English people. It 
was here that we first understood the 
meaning of Bret H.irte's alories, who, af- 
ter promising a \)oy ii "bit" for holding 
his horse, gave him only 10 cents. 

'I he octopus is frequently foiinil among 
the rocks round Victoria, and is to be 
aeon at most fishmongers. Often it is 
hung up as a curiosity, v/ith all its suck- 
ers or feelers extended at full length. 
Although it is iio.t a general article of food, 
parts of it are eaten, and are said to bo 
delicioiia by those who are able to over- 
come their repugnance to its appearance. 
No Soles worthy of the name are to be 
found on the American coasts, and a young 
Englishman here declares that when his 
fortune is made, and he returns to Kng- 
land, he will settle down for a month 
wherever s.iles cm be had in greatest per- 
fection. The oysters of British (Joluinbia 
are very small. Their shells are not big- 
ger than cockle shells. Lobsters and 
ahrimpa are unknown on these coaats, but 
prawns are found, though not in sutheient 
(luantilies to make them cheap. 

Beef and nuitton are pretty much the 
same all over the world, and tho price 
alone, 15c. per lb, was a novelty to us 
from England. 

Veuetablea can be bought fresh and 
good for much less money than they can 
be grown in private g:irdeiis. In March 
the early spring vegetables begin to nrrivo 
from California, and later on the market 
is supplied from their large gardens in the 
neighborhood, which tlie Chinamen culti- 
vate, Aaparagua, when it iirat arrira's 
from California, is about Is, per lb. Last 
year cherries, plums and pears were so 
plentiful on the island that they were al- 
most given away to those who would take 
tile trouble to gat her them ; while apples 
emilil be bought at 5o. pur lb. 

Poultry and farm produce are rather 
dearer than in England; but to the 
Caiiadiana the prices asked jeem exor- 
bitant. Vancouver Island is a mass of 
rocka and forests, and only along the east 
coaat have diatricts been cleared for farm 
ing purpoaes. Butter and eggs, as well 
as grain and dour and feed for cattle and 
poultry, are largely imported from the 
Stivtes. By and by, when the Canadian 
Pacific railway ia opened, it is to the 
fruitful Northwest territory we shall look 
for our supplies of fai in produce. 

Ill the aiitniiiii oreat (luaiilities of gainu 
are brought into Victoria by the Indians, 
urinci[)ally grouse and snipe and wihl 
ducks and geese. Later on it is almost a 
sickening aight to see the number of deer, 
and iwen of young fiiwns, that are hung 
in rows outside the butchers' shops. Veni- 
son waa never more than 10c. per lb. last 
year. Bear ateak is a greater delicacy; 
but in taste it is not much different 
from a good beefsteak. It is rine of the 
illusions which Knyliahniun cherish when 
uoing out to colonies where 'they are told 
the rivers swarm with li.sh and the land 
with game, that they will be able to sup- 
ply their kouaeholds with food at no cost 
whatever. They forget that where fish 
and birds are so plentiful they will be 
propprtionately cheap, and that a man's 
time must be worth little if ho can- 
not find a more prulitable occupation 
than killing them. Business habits and 
burliness knowledge are a better ecjuipmont 
even foi life in a remote and newly devel- 
oped c(miitry than the must intim^ate ac- 
(|iiaintai3ce with gun and Bsh ing -'tackle. 
Last autumn the contractors for one of tho 
sections of the new railway, which is to 
connect Victoria with the coal mines of 
Nanaimo and Wellington, receivc'd a letter 
from a young Englishinati' who wanted em 
ploymeiit. He was willing to do anything; 
to cut down trees, or to use axe and shovel, 
although he admitted in such work ho 
would probably re((uire lessoiia; but ho 
suggested in all aerioiianess that it might 
lie worth while f(u- the contractors to engage 
him to supply tho camps with game, and it 
w-as evident, from the style of his note, that 
the latter wcuild be far away the more con- 
gi.nial occufiation. It was impossible to 
doubt that the writer was. a young and iu- 
genuous countryman of oursV ■'

THE FRANCHISE BILL. 

This unfortunate and ill-atnrrod moa- 
Bure continuoa to block le-^iahition in the 
house of commons. The auaeion is al- 
ready prolonged far boyond the usual diito 
of prorpgatian, and the nmaaure has 
Boarcefjr beeri^advanded a stage. Every 
effort' of the government to push the bill 
on provokes tlio opposition to bring for- 
ward an aiuondnient upon which they 
Bpeuk.againat time untillha hour of ad 
jouiDinejU nrrivea, vhou the aiilondinunt 
is defeated, and tliu ho*ilBe- 'adjourns to 
meet again tho next day and repeat the 
Bame wearyinp; rouud. The country is 
Buffering terribly because of this Ief;isla- 
tive deadlock,— and if tho 30th Juno 
should pas.s without the sujjpliea hemw, 
granted there will bo almost a stop- 
page of tho wheels of tho govern- 
ment. The franchise bill is a 
mistake, becuuso it proposes to take from 
the people of some of the provinces (Brit- 
ish Columbia, notably) the present suf- 
frage and make property the. basis of a 
vote; and buciuise it propoaea to iidiuit 
Indians to all the rij,'hts of citi/.LMiship. 
Since the bill pnaaod into conunilteo tho 
Indians of British Columbia, Manitoba 
and tho Northwest have been excluded 
from the franchise; but there is still much 
left that is objeotionablo. If it ia desir- 
able that the franchise should bo re- 
formed caro must bo takon that the righta 
now enjoyed by the people of the pro- 
vlnce are not invaded. Koi- our part n e 
have never been able to diacovor any 
good reason for the proposed change and 
should be glad to hear that the bill had 
been withdrawn. 



THE TIMBER TAX. 

The dominion govornmont have done 
just what its friends hero predicted they 
would do. Tho moment the injustice of 
the new timber charges had been broiight 
to their notice by protests from New West- 
minster and elHewhoro, ,thuy revised the 
scale on a basia of common sen.so and 
equity. Uad tho charges aa at first framed 
been allotted to stand individual enter- 
prise would have been sadly crippled if 
not entirely destroyed. A large smn of 
money is invested in New Westuiinstor 
district in mill property, and to have im- 
posed dues that in etiect are prohibitive 
would have brought ruin upon many in- 
dustrious and uuturprising men. Mr. 
Homer's exertions towards amelioration 
have been unceasing, and much of the 
credit for the change is due to him. 



Lillooct 1%'ot Counted In. 



To THE Editor: — I see by tho JFetWi/ 
Colonist, of 2!)tb May, that the people of 
New Westminster have sent a telegram to 
Mr. Homer, at Ottawa stating that "mans 
meetings held over the province, Vancou- 
ver, New Westminster, Yale, Lillooet and 
Cariboo, protest against tho Dominion 
timber and land act." I do not think any 
such meetings have been held outside 
New Westminster district. I can say 
positively that there have been none here; 
the subject has not been apf^on of in this 
vicinity, and I, for one, protest ayainst 
the people of New Westminster uain;,' tlie 
name of our district in the way they huve 
used it. Lilloiiet peM|)le do not intend to 
aid any rebellion and we do not wish our 
name connected with any such false state- 
ments. ' 

The Dominion government should not 
be misled by the great amount of talk 
that is now going on at Victoria about 
the Chinese. Victoria intereata seldom 
represent the interest of the whole pro- 
vince. The mainland certainly derives 

freat benefit from the Chinese, especially 
lillooet and Cariboo di.ttricts. Take 
Ohinese out of them and the farmers will 
be ruined, aa there will be no one to coi^- 
BUme their produce; they cannot ship it 
away and white men will never work the 
mines where tho Chinese are now work 
ing them. Most of the traders, farmers, 
hetel-keepers and teamsters are depend- 
ing on Ohinese directly and indirectly for 
at least three-fourths of their present 
business. The largest portion of tho up- 
per country is only tit for Chinesu niin 
era and a few white farmers and traders, 
and if not occupied by them it will be 
without a po[iulation of any kind.

If the liboral majority were willing to give 
fair play to the conservative ministry 
office might be accepted. Without some 
ancli nndorstaiuling botween tlie leader.s 
of both aide.i it WLUild bo inipoH.'iihlu for 
the conservatives to undertake tho gov- 
ernment. Tho possibility of such an un- 
derstanding ia being discussed in the po- 
litical clubs. Mr. Gladstone, LnrdUart- 
ington and other liberals it is believed 
would accede, while Chamberlain and Sir 
Ohas. Dilke would refuse. Mr. Chamber 
borlain's organ, tho liirmiiighaiii Tost, to- 
day describes tho radical policy in the 
event of a tcry ministry being fornied. 
They must, the Post says, bo watched, 
checked, forbidden to legislate and com- 
pelled to explain and justify every stop 
and so bound, limited and preveiiteil from 
using for their own purposes the position 
to which they have no real claim. These 
and similar declarations by other liberal 
papers intensify the feeling of tho rank 
and file of the conservatives against ac- 
cepting ofhce OS impossible without guar- 
antees of aome support at the hands of 
the moderate liberals. 

The Queen la in telou'raphic consulta- 
tion with tho Prince of Wales ami sever, il 
raembcra of the privy council. Tlii.s is 
tho first time she has sought tho advice 
of tho prince on a state crisis. It is re 
ported he advised the Queon to follow the 
constitutional practice and call the Mar- 
quis of Salibury to form a new cabinet. 

The latest report ia to the ellcct that 
the Queen has auininonod Lord Salisbury 
to Balmoral, and that the marriitis left 
London to-night for the castle. If a tory 
cabinet is formed Gladstone's iniuiediate 
retirement from public life is c<'rt,iiii, and 
the Marquis of Hartiiii^ton will be loft to 
lead the opposition.

Thirtl, 
to provide free access to the jiort 
of Quebec for the Canadian I'aeitic rail- 
road subsidy, not exceedinij if;j-10,000, is 
granted, together with the subsidy already 
granted to connect the Canadian Pacific 
at St. Martin's J unction with the North 
Shore railroad, not excoedin:^ in tho 
w hole §500,000, to be applied mprovid-. 
ing Buch acceaa or obtaining control of tlie 
North Shore road, or by making running 
arrangements ^with the ownura of the 
North Shore satisfactory to the govern- 
ment. 

The Canada Pacific itailway Co. has 
rescinded its recent orders charging in- 
cieaaed rates to emigrants to the North- 
west territorioa from railroads in the 
United States.

These 
diplomats now assert that the objoct of 
that mission was to secure a reconcilia- 
tion between Gludatune and Prince Bis- 
marck. .\nother cause is aaiJ to be the 
failure of the Right lion, .loaeph Chani- 
lierlaiil's aecret inlaaion to Paris. Mr. 
Chamberlain's trip to Paris was, at tlio 
time it waa made, announced to bo sim- 
ply for pleasure and recreation. OlEcials 
IU thu kaiser's foreign sorvice declare, how- 
ever, that Chamberlain waa sent to the 
l'"rench capital by (lUidatoiio for the pur- 
poae of olilaiiiiiig from M. do I'Veycinet, 
French minister of foreign all'aira, an 
.-Vnglo-Krencli alliance in Egyptian affairs. 
This was to be based on uuetpial sharen 
in the control of that country, the Eng- 
lish to be pHrumount; the consideration 
to be accorded Franco being an embasay 
from King .lohu of Abyaamia, the ealab 
liahmoiit of such in tlie khedive's domin- 
ions, and general relations with England 
that would prove counteractive of Italian 
designs. It is declared that the failure of 
both these missions greatly discouraged 
.Mr. (iladatoiie, who, losing heart at the 
discovery id' what ho believed waa a deep 
feeling of hostility against England, 011- 
tortaiiied by her iininediato continental 
uoighbora, suddenly awoke to a keeu 
sense of thu failure of his foreign policy, 
and concluded to abandon political life. 

FRANCE. 

Pai'.is, .1 line 11, — The political crisis in 
Briti.ih all'aira atrengthons the belief gen- 
erally entertained horo, that the Interna- 
tional Suez canal commission, at present 
in session, will dissolve without reaching- 
any decision on clause 10. 

Paris, June 11. — At Thiers, a town in 
the di.-itrict of Pny de Uoino, a murder 
trial has been in progress for some days. 
Yesterday, tho last day of tho trial, tho 
court-house waa crowded with men and 
women, .iiixious to witness the closing 
scenes. When tho people were leaving, 
iiiimudiatoly after the adjournment of 
cnurt, and were crammed iqion the atone 
stairway leading to the street, the stair 
case fell. The scone that fidlowed was 
tippalling. Immense masses of masonry 
from above crushed down upon the strug- 
gling people below, grinding their iiesh 
and boiieh, and maiinilig and mutilating 
them in a horrible manner The fall of 
the staircase and the screams of the peo- 
ple lying helpless iu the ruins caused a 



panic in the court-room, and there was a 
rush for the , now wrecked exit. Those 
wbo^era^ in 'ifr^at, , unable /to withstand 
tiie/pressai^e from ^behind, were hurled 
down upon'''' .men and women 
crushed in ithe"'' fall of ,^ ' the stair- 
case, and whom the people in the street 
were already striving to rescue. When 
at last the piiiic had exhausted itself and 
the iinnuiiae stune atopa of the fallen 
staircase liad been removed, twenty per- 
sona were taken from the ruins dead.

Marine. 

Tho Sydney, i\[oriiing Herald contains 
a long account of tho disaster which bo- 
fell the barque Pacific Slope during a hur- 
ricane, while on tho voyage from Victoria, 
B. 0., to Sydney with a cargo of lumber. 
During the passage had the foremast from 
tho cross-trees upwards, jibbooin, main 
topmast, yarda, A'c, all carried away, be- 
sides receiving other damage, including 
the rigging of the two masts, which is 
completely ' destroyed. Tho captain, 
Barnes, states that during tho whole of 
his 20 years' experience of "salt-watering" 
he never witnessed anything to equid the 
hurricane referred to . The ship was full 
of water, and everyouo had to slay on 
deck, the captain's wife and two children 
living under sunm canvas on tho i)oop. 
I'roviaiona and water wore then got on 
deck to save theui from getting spoiled by 
salt water. Thereiwas a heavy swell all 
day, in which The ship labored heavily, 
and staysails wore bent and sot on all thu 
stays to steady her. On Saturday the 
wreck from thu maitiiiiuat waa cut adrift, 
but tho t(ipsailyarda were saved. A stiuuro- 
aail was thun bent and sot on thu fore- 
mast, tho deck loud was secured, and the 
mainsail bent and set, but the ship lay 
like a log in the water, and did not move 
ahead at all. In tho morning, tho car- 
penter, John Oman, a native of Sweden, 
told tho captain ho had formed a plan to 
pump thu ship out. Accordingly ou Mon- 
day he set to work and made a connection 
from the pumps to the donkoy-engino, 
after almost insuperable difficulties. His 
plan was thought to be useless, and as 
thoro seemed but littio prospect of saving 
the ship, the crew were ordered to gel the 
boats in readiness for any emergency. At 
7 p.m. the carpenter had completed his 
plans, and atoam having been got up, tho 
punipii wero aul to vvork vigorously. Very 
little tiiuu elapsed before the leak (as it 
was thought to be) began to take up and 
the water in the hold was steadily re- 
duced. During the whole of the night 
the crow were kept bu.sy cutting wood and 
drawing water for the donkey-engino, 
which was kept going unceasingly; and by 
noon of the loth all on board had thu sat- 
isfaction and relief of kiioiving that tho 
ship was free from water, thu pumps hav- 
ing been kept going for 17 hours. Sail 
was then got on the ship, the upper luaiii- 
topsail yards being emit down, and rigged 
as a foreyard. A new jibbooin waa also 
rigged out, and under all sail tho 8lii[) 
aalle i roin 4 to G knots an hour, witli 
light S. E to N. E, winds, which con- 
tinued to port. The hull of the vessel ha.-, 
evidently sustained no injury, aa tho ship 
haa made no water since being pumped 
dry. During the worst of tho storm a 
birgo dog on board ovidoiitly wont mad 
at the awful aspect of affairs. Ho began 
rushing about tho deck and howling very 
much. Once he ran right forward, and 
got on to one of the catheuda, whero, in 
tho terrible sea that was raging around, it 
would have been impossible for a man 
ever to have held on; yet ho stood lliero 
some lime, looking ahead and howling. 
.A ftorv.'arila ho again began to rush about 
the decks, and the sailors had to take re- 
fuge in the rigging, fearing he would bite 
them. Ai last it waa resolved to shoot 
the poor beast, but it rtiis not until ho had 
received aix bullets that ho uavo in; he 
then crawled insido of a pig-pen, and died 
shortly afterwards.

BDILDiMOS; AND THE STORAGE OF HAY 

AND Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
ing By-Laws bo il eiiacteil by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victori't n« follows: 

1. Suction 2 of "The By-law for Pro. 
hibitioK tha Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1879, Amoiidineut By-Law 1883" is 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following substituted: 

"2. That portion tif the City of Vic- 
toria which ia contained within the limits 
hereinafter described, namely — coinmotic- 
ing at the nortliwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Sturu 
atreet, thence eaoterly across Store street 
in a straight line to the centre of Fis- 
Kiird atreet, thence easterly aloiiu the 
centre of Fingtird street to the centre of 
Douoiua street, thence southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to the centre of 
Courtuiiay street, thence along the centre 
of Courtenay street to the northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along the northern botin- 
dary of lot 8 to the shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along the shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of comnioiice- 
nient, — ia hoieby declared to be witliin 
the Fire Limits of the said city." 

2. No addition to lt alteration of any 
wooden building within the said fire iini- 
its shall be made. 

3. No building other than with main 
walls of brick, iron or stone, and rcoling 
of incoinbuatible material, hIihII be erected 
or placed within the said lire limits. 

4. It shall be lawful fur the Mayor and 
Oouncil of the said city to authtirizo by 
resolution any officer therein named to 
pull down or remo /o any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contriivention of thi.s Bylaw ; aiid all ex- 
penses reaHonably incurred in pulling; 
down or removing litiy such buildfng shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the I'ulico iMiig- 
istr.tte or any other .Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

u. In this Bylaw the word "buildiiig" 
shall not apply to any shed within the 
curtilugu of another building and used 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shed not exceeding ton feet by twelve 
feet in auDerliciii! linear measure and ten 
feet in he-ight, nor ahull it apply to any 
shed erected or lo be erected wholly ou or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front; but no ahed shall hereafter 
bo erected on any wharf within the said 
fire limits other than with roofing of in - 
combustible material. 

G. The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw perinitlcd to ho stored or kept 
for sale or use in any building within the 
fire limits shall not exceed the following, 
namely : 

For every. Livery or Hack Stable, lo 
tons. 

For storage or sale, 10 tons. 
For private consuiiiption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Bylaw or portion of a Bylaw 
which is incoiisiatent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8. This Bylaw may be cited as the 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building By- 
Law, 1885."

3. Section 5 of the siJd By-Law is 
hereby amended by striking out the words

ing clause as section and by striking out 
the tiguro G and substituting the figure 7 
at the Commencement of the section now 
numbered " G " Every perniissioii to re- 
move any building aa afureaiiid shall state 
the number of days within which such 
removal is to be etfoeted; and every per- 
son to whom such porinission shall have 
been granted who shall fail to complete 
the removal therein sanctioned within the 
time therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to the Treasurer of the said Cor- 
poration the sum of $10 for each and 
every day or portion of ad»y that ho shall 
be in default in the preinisea, and in 
ovpry Buch case it shall be lawful for the 
Mayor or a majority of the Street Com- 
mittee of the Council of the said City to 
cauao the building to be removed from 
any street nr public thoroughfare and all 
costs and expenses attending such removal 
shall be repaid by the owner or owners of 
such building to the Treasurer of the aitid 
Corporation, and shall bo recoverable 
with costs in like manner as any penalty 
incurred for the bi lach of a By-Law. 

5. This By-Law may be cited as "The
